Lower Yarra Bridge 
Discussed at Rotary 


At an Altona Rotary Club meeting. re- 
cently Rupert Vian spoke on the subject of 
the Lower Yarra Crossing. 


Mr. Vian explained the difficulties of transport. 
and travel from the City of Melbourne to the. West- 
ern Suburbs as a result of the Yarra River, =~ 


He recalled that the Western 
Suburbs Industries Association 
was inaugurated by Mr. R. 
Price, of Stan. Vac., 0 
ganised a group of industrial 
Jeaders with a view to over- 
coming the’ problem, which had 
been’ discussed since 1873 by 
various Governments. 


The first proposal in 1873 was 
for a one-lane tunnel when the 
cost for removal of the basalt 
was 1/7iad. per cubic yard. The 
Williamstown City Council were 
to. purchase the basalt’ for road- 
making at a cost of 7ted. per 
yard. . 


In 1958 a two-lane tunnel was 
proposed and in this year a 
deputation, which included Mr. 
Harry Kim—then Altona Shire 
President—waited on the Minister 
(Sir Thomas Maltby) who bluntly 
informed the members that the 
Government did not have any 
funds. The challenge was ac- 
cepted by the WSI Association. 


In 1961 a private company 
was registered with the name of 
“Lower Yarra Crossing Pty. 
Ltd.” No progress was made 
until an interview with the State 
Premier revealed that the Gov- 
ernment would not negotiate with 
such a body, but would co-oper- 
ate with the Western Suburbs In- 
dustries Association. 


- In 1964 an advisory panel was 
formed and a further approach 
made. to the Government which 
ultimately appointed an advisory 
committee “consisting of the 
chairman of the Harbour Trust, 
the Country Roads Board and 
the Chief Town Planner. 


State Government decided -in 
favour of a six-lane bridge (now 
expanded to eight lanes) to 
cater for 30,000 vehicles per day. 
The present figure is 68,000. 


Parliament passed an Act to 
give effect to the Lower Yarra 
Crossing. 


The proposed bridge will re- 
place the present Williamstown 
ferry. It is_interesting to know 
that the- first ferry was com- 
menced in 1857 when a row boat 
was used. The existing ferry 
was commissioned in 1931 after 
cost $107,508, and is capable of 
carrying 32 vehicles. 


During 1935 a .proposal was 
made to change the location of 
the river and in 1944 the esti- 
mates to provide a crossing was 
$30,000. 


Preliminary work in the form 
of boring tests was comment 
in 1962 with the view to deter- 
mining whether a tunnel or a 


-| bridge would be the answer. 


Hundreds of bores have been 
made during the past year and 
some of these have reached 
depths of 180ft. before reaching 
a solid footing, particularly on 
the eastern approaches to the 
river, as a result of the very 
extensive deposits of mud 
silt. The western approaches 
are more stable with good basalt 
at depths of 20ft. E 


At present a number of 5ft. 
diameter steel cylinders are be- 
ing driven at various positions in 
preparation for the bases of the 
bridge and the approaches. The 
longest span will be 1102ft. 6in. 
and the total length of spans 
4700ft. all supported on 20 con- 
crete cylindrical piers having 
an outer casing to eliminate‘ the 
frictional pull of the soil move- 
ment known to occur on the 
eastern side of the river. 


When completed the bridge 
will be he widest and longest in 
Australia, at a cost of $42 
million and will also be the big- 


[}gest private enterprise project 


yet attempted: in Vietoria. 


The eight tanes will-be ap- 
proached on the Port Melbourne 
side through 24 toll lanes and 
traffic will be able to join or 
leave the bridge at Graham-st., 
Melbourne-rd., Millers-rd., Black- 
shaws-rd. and Princes Highway, 
thus. completely eliminating the 
59 intersections and 11 sets of 
traffic lights now encountered 
between “Millers-rd. and the City 
of Melbourne.

MORE REPORTS OF 
AIR POLLUTION 


More reports of air pollution 
have ceme in, this time from 
the Western Suburbs Health 
Greup. . 

This group comprises the health 
inspectors from Altona, 
scray, Werribee, Port Melbourne 
and Williamstown and were 
formed to facilitate discussion 
and action on public health 
prob'ems (particularly air pol- 
jution) which involved the -gen- 
eral area and meets monthly. 

Several instances of localised 
pollution were reported. and the 
action taken. 

General fall-out appears to in- 
crease or decrease in a number 
of instances, depending on the 
weather conditions, whilst other 
forms of pollution remain fairly 
constant. 

Discussion centred around the 
suitability of incinerators in pre- 
ference to tipping. 

Although there are a ‘number 
‘of advantages with incineration, 
it was.considered that the dis- 
advantages outweighed these, as 
follows— 

Cost: Initial cost on an in- 
cinerator can be high, also runn- 
ing costs. 

Type of Materials: 
types. of rubbish cannot be 
burnt and must be sorted ‘out and 


tipped. Sludge. ash from the, 


incinerator also has to be tipved. 
Even with an -incinerator, it is 
estimated that 30% of all refuse 
still has to be tipped. 

Pollution: An incinerator can 
cause substantial air pollution. 

It was considered that control- 
Jed tipping is still the best and. 
cheavest method. and with the 
number of quarry holes in the 
Western area of the metropolitan 
area, together with reclamation 
that will be reauired by the new 
Extractive Industries Act. when 
it comes into force. the provision 
of Jarge incinerators would not 
be warranted at this stage. 

It wag pointed cut that in the 
Sunshine municipality. a survey 
found that moré quarry holes 
existered than in the whole met- 
ronolitan area. :

Letter to the Editor 


Dear Sir : 

The DLP, aleng with most 
people, is aware of the need for 
price stabilisation. The Arbitra- 
tion Court grants wage increases 
from time to time to match. the 
increased cost of living resulting 
frem price increases in basic 
necessities, but this policy has 
the effect of making real wages 
stationary. Real wages ought 
to rise steadily as national pre 
ductivity rises. 

The 1966 $2 a week basic wage 
increase was worth only 93c a 
few days after the decision was 
given, due to immediate in- 
creases in the prices of every- 
day commodities. The same pat- 
tern followed the recent 1967 $1 
wage increase. 

Obviously an effective pelicy 
to stabilise prices is needed to 
give meaning to what the Arbi- 
tration Court has stated—‘‘That 
it is not the amount of money 
that a worker has in his pay 
envelope that matters. but what 
he’ can buy with it.” Such a 
policy would campen_ inflation 
and assist people on low fixed 
incomes who suffer when prices 
increase. 

Tt must be appreciated that 
there is need for care in choos- 
ing a method cf price control. 
Some methods are _ ineffective 
and costly. The’ Netherlands 
Government has price control 
under a Price Act vesting re- 
sponsibility with the Gevernment, 
yet a comparison -between the 
Consumer Price Indexes of both 
countries for 1962 shows Austra- 
lia (with no price control) suffer- 
ing less inflation than the Nether- 
lands (with price control). 

The Australian Gross National 
Product is about equally divided 
between the wages and salary 
section and the non-wage or pro- 
fits section. Wastes and salaries 
are the sole source of income for 
the majority of the community 
and this section is controlled by 
a court. The profit section is not 
subject to court control, the re- 
sult being that wages are fixed, 
but prices can mostly be mamnipu- 
lated. : 

Why not then establish a 
Federal Prices. Commission to 
contro’ that section of the 
economy which is rapidly gett- 
ing out of control? There would 
be no need to hold a referendum. 
Section 101 of ~he Constitution 
already provides for suc an In- 
terstate Commission. 

This proposal was put forward 
by the Williamstown State Elec- 
toral Committee and adopted by 
the recent DLP Victorian Con-

garden beds. 


The chief plant food elements 
are nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash, any complete fertili- 
ser contains all three. If the 
soil in your garden beds has 
been physically improved as sug- 
gested by the addition of humus 
and it has been enriched at the 
same time with a fertiliser. little 
additional feeding will be re- 
quired during the season.
